Claims 2-4 and 8-9 stand provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness- type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 co-pending Application No. 
09196064. Claim 8 stands rejected under 35 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lehr et al . (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,793,875). Claim 8 has been canceled without prejudice. 

Accordingly the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) of claim 8 is moot. Claims 2-4 
and 9 are pending. 

The Applicant acknowledges the Examiner's provisional double 
patenting rejections of the present application and co-pending 
Application No. 09/919,0 64.
